
HAWTHORNE RACING 



The best crowd of the week went out to Haw- 
thorne yesterday, bnt the inclement weather con- 
ditions made the day’s sport comparatively dnll 
and lifeless thronghout. The bettintr was the 
heaviest in the last five days, Philo and Serpent 
being backed generously in their respective races. 

The most important race of the day was the 
fourth, a free handicap purse of $800 at one and 
one-sixteenth miles. Corrigan was made a decided 
favorite on account of his liking for the going and 
rewarded the confidence placed in him by his many 
backers by winning easily. Favonins broke first, 
closely pressed by Flying Torpedo, the two leading 
him for the first sixteenth, bnt when he got well 
into his stride he easily passed into the lead. At 
the half mile post Flying Torpedo appeared for a 
moment as if he was going to close up, but little 
Bobbins called on Corrigan and he opened up a gap 
of six lengths in a few strides. He remained in 
front to the end and although he stumbled in the 
closing strides won easily by three and a half 
lengths from Flying Torpedo, which beat Favonins 
six for second place. The last named tired fast in 
the final fnrlong. 

The day’s opener, a dash of one and a sixteenth 
miles for maiden three-year-olds and upward, 
brought about as bad a field to the barrier as could 
be gotten together. Filiform was made an odds on 
favorite, and certainly won like one, taking the 
lead [from the rise of the barrier and easily main- 
taining it to the end. He passed the wire four 
lengths before Simoon, which beat All About 
twelve for second place. The last named tired rap- 
idly in the final stretch run. Tripp and Marcia 
Dent showed early speed. 

Fifteen two-year-olds wont to the post in the sec- 
ond race, a dash of six furlongs. Maxette, on iher 
last two performances, was thought to bo the best, 
but Graham, who had the mount, rode a bad race 
on her and the best she could do was to run ninth 
after being pocketed through the entire journey. 
The winner tnrned up in Senator Morrison, whose 
owner, C. R. Ellison, was said to have profiled 
handsomely by his victory. Off none too well, ho 
was badly ontrnn in the first half mile and appeared 
to have little chance, bnt in the final quarter ho 
made up grout d fast and, after a spirited hook-up 
with Rankin in the final sixteenth, won handily in 
the closing strides by half a length, RankinJ.finish- 
ing two before Marco for|second place. Rankin 
was also badly ontrnn for the first half, bnt closed 
up stoutly next to the inside rail in the last 
eighth. Marco showed speed and stood a long 
stretch drive gamely. Pure Dale led by a big mar- 
gin up to the final eighth, bnt fell ,away badly 
beaten when the pinch camo.tsPrince olJEndurance 
was well up for the first half mile, but fell away 
badly beaten in the last eighth struggle. 

The third race, a dash of six furlongs for all ages, 
proved an easy affair for Philo, whichjtook the 
lead at flag fall and easily remained there to the 
end winning by three and a half lengths from C. B. 
Campbell, which beat Duelist two and a half for 
second place. C. B. Campbell ran an excellent race 
for a horse that had not started in a long time and 
the effort should do him good. Duelist faltered 
palpably when a furlong from home. Jack De- 
mnnd’s race was too bad to be true. He displayed 
scant speed and was never a serious* contender. 
He can do much better. 

The fifth race, a five furlongs scramble for.two- 
year-old maiden fillies, proved a veritable canter 
for Ball Room Bello, a filly that has run hereto- 
fore in the oast. She took the lead from the rise of 
the barrier and was never afterward in trouble, 
winning by four lengths from Monia, which boat 
Snare three for second place. Monia made up 
much ground in the last quarter and finished 
■trongly. Chicago Girl, thought to have a good 
chance, was hopelessly beaten off from start to 
finish. 



The last race of the day, a six furlongs dash for 
three-year-olds ^nd upward, was taken somewhat 
handily by Serpent after a last sixteenth drive with 
Balm of Gilead and Leviathan. Winkfield gave 
Seri>ent a vigorous ride in the final sixteenth, 
finally winning by one and one-half lengths from 
Balm of Gilead, which finished a neck before Levia- 
than for second place. Balm of Gilead showed 
much early speed, but tired slightly when chal- 
lenged by the winner in the last fifty yards, al- 
though he outstayed Leviathan for second place in 
a spirited drive. The last named swerved grad- 
ually toward the inside rail when the pinch came. 
Botany was off flatfooted and had no chance when 
he got into his stride. Sol appeared to have a 
chance just after turning for home, bnt labored 
heavily when called on in the last eighth. 

GRAVESEND FEATURES. 



“Frank Farrell made another haul out of the bet- 
ting ring yesterday when The Musketeer won the 
first race at the false price of 5 to 1. In some books 
there was even 6 to 1 quoted against the Masetto colt, 
which was gobbled up avarlcionsly by Farrell and 
his friends, who knew a good thing when they saw 
it. But Farrell was not the only big winner, for Billy 
Mackin, known as the 'silvery-haired plunger’ 
from Philadelphia, backed The Musketeer so indus- 
triously that he was credited with winning $20,000 
to the race. The Tammany delegation of regulars 
also got aboard the Farrell colt, their joy being evi- 
dent from the handshaking bee that took place on 
the lawn after the race,’’ says the New York Sun of 
Thursday. 

“ For a change John A. Drake picked a loser in 
the handicap at a mile and a quarter. Though Lyne 
had the mount on Andy Williams, Drake could see 
nothing bnt Francesco. In spite of the fact that 
Francesco was steadily receding in the betting, 
Drake met his colored betting commissioner, ‘Sen- 
ator’ Bell, near the stewards’ stand.while the horses 
were at the post and soon Bell was galloping off 
into the ring, where he placed a good-sized bet on 
the St. Maxim colt. Then the ‘Senator’ rejoined 
his employer on the lawn just in time to see Lyne 
rush down the stretch with Andy Williams an easy 
winner. Drake laughed, bnt hie commissioner 
could not see the joke. 

“The way the westerners poured the money into 
the ring on Hunter Raine in this race made the 
layers open their eyes. The Longstreet colt was at 
fives in some books at post time, bnt with a sudden 
rush the western crowd got on the money in bund- 
les until 9 to 5 was displayed in many places, sev- 
eral layers refusing to take any money at all. The 
westerners cashed heavily on Old Hutch ; in fact 
they swept the ring with him. The money won on 
Wild Thyme, Merito and Eva Rnssell footed up 
close to $100,000 or more, all of the big plungers 
cashing. In other words the layers did not have 
an enjoyable afternoon. 

“The sale of Morris Park to the Portchester Rail- 
road Company was confirmed yesterday. Incident- 
ally the entire stud of A. H. and D. H. Morris, in- 
cluding stallions, mares, horses in training and 
yearlings, will be sold at Sheepshead Bay on 
October 1. This means the passing of the Messrs, 
Morris from the turf. The Westchester track, 
which is the finest in America, was built by the late 
J. A. Morris, but at his death it was taken hold of 
by the Westchester Racing Association which holds 
a lease for another year, after ^which the property 
will be cut up. 

“H. Callahan, who rode Perry Belmont’s Tioga 
in the fifth race, is another of Jack Joyner’s exer- 
cise boys who wants to emulate the example of 
‘Long Shot’ Boiesen. When he landed Tioga in the 
place a crowd of trainers who were rooting for him 
yelled with delight. 

“ Though four selling races were run at Graves- 
end yesterday there were no bid-nps. After the sec- 
ond race W. T. McGrath, who ran May J,, 1,C00 to 
1, and ‘Father Bill’ Daly, by 



Chiron, 300 to 1, made a bee line for the secretary’s 
oflflce to put in claims for Andrew Miller’s Bar La 
Due, but both were a trifle late, for Tom Healey, 
who owns Essene, the second horse, and who also 
trains for Mr. Miller, had put in a friendly claim 
for the Lamplighter colt ahead of them. 

“Twelve carloads of norses, the property of the 
Charles A. Reed Stud, will leave Gallatin, Tex., for 
this city next Monday. There are 137 head in the 
consignment, including eleven stallions, one of 
which is the noted St. Blaise, for whom Mr. Reed 
paid $100,000. 

“H. B. Durham will ship his stable to Lexington 
on Sunday. 

“Jockey Mara, who was injured in the Kings 
Highway Steeplechase on Tuesday, was reported to 
be on the mend yesterday. 

John Hanning has eighty-five English thorough- 
breds at Empire City track that will be sold later 
on. 

“Two yearling colts, one by Bassetlaw and the 
other by Golden Dawn, owned by W. Ham, worked 
three furlongs at Sheepshead Bay yesterday in 
869^ seconds. 

“According to report the recent meeting at 
Buffalo was conducted at a loss of $30,000. C. G. 
Hutchinson, one of the largest stockholSers in the 
Buffalo track, has obtained an injunction which 
prevents the association from paying out any more 
money in settlement of outstanding debts incurred 
during the inaugural meeting which closed last 
Saturday. 

“The Fasig-Tipton Company announces that on 
Saturday the stable of F. C. McLewee & Co. will be 
sold in the paddock at Gravesend, the horses to be 
put under the hammer being Gold Heels, Major 
Daingerfield, Withers, Hindred, Luck and Charity, 
Prince of Arragon, Fanlconbridge, Fair Rosalind, 
Avant Courier and Anne Hathaway. 

“A corpulent German walked out of the track the 
other day counting over an immense roll of bills. 

“ ‘What did you play?’ asked a regular who had 
backed five losing favorites. 

“ ‘I played the sweat horses,’ was the reply. 

“ ‘And what are they?’ queried the regular. 

“ ‘Why, der horses wot coom out of der paddock 
mit der sweat running out of dem,’ was the answer, 
as the German put the roll into his pocket and 
climbed into the train.’’

Secretary and Mrs. Sheridan Clark will leave at 
the close of the Hawthorne races for their home in 
Haverstraw, N. Y. After a three weeks’ stay there 
they will go to New Orleans, whore Mr. Clark will 
get things in readiness for the Crescent City Jockey 
Club’s winter meeting. During his absence from 
Chicago Mr. Jasper, of the Worth Club, and Mr. 
Harry White will look after Mr. Clark’s interests. 

J. W. (Bud) May will train next year a stable of 
horses on the eastern tracks owned by a couple of 
Wall street brokers who have expended $15,000 for 
yearlings at recent sales. 

C. 8. Bush, president and general manager of the 
Crescent City Jockey Club, wired President T. H. 
Williams of the California Jockey Club requesting 
the temporary release of starter Holtman. Should 
Mr. Williams grant the request of Mr. Bush, Holt- 
man will act as starter at New Orleans until Mr. 
Fitzgerald is fully recovered and able to resume 
his duties. 

Jockeys Coburn and Troxler were each fined $50 
by the starter in the fifth race for misbehavior at 
the post. 

J, G. Heckscher, a prominent member of the 
Coney Island Jockey Club, was a visitor at Haw- 
thorne yesterday. 

A letter recently received by Lester Reiff from 
his brother Johnny, who is at present riding in 
France, states that he is riding in great form and 
that he heads the list of winning riders in France, 



HARLEM NEXT WEEK. 



Harlem Park will reopen next Monday for the 
last time this year. The fall meeting will last only 
seven days, bnt the quality of the racing should be 
good, judging from the program book just issued 
by Secretary Nathanson. 

Four stakes, the Forward, Prairie State, Teeum- 
seh and Chicago, are to be run, and for the off days 
the secretary has put on handicaps worth $700 or 
$800. Also there will be four steeplechases, which 
will be the last of the local season. 

The Forward Stakes, seven furlongs, for two- 
year-olds, $10 entrance, $40 additional to start, and 
$1,000 added, will be run on the opening day. It 
has seventy-one nominations, and as they include 
all the good ones around Chicago and the value of 
the race will not fall below $2,000, a good field may 
be expected. 

On Tuesday the principal event will be a handi- 
cap for three-year-olds and upward, at a mile and 
a fnrlong, and worth $800. This is sure to bring 
out some good horses. 

Wednesday will bring the Prairie State Selling 
Stakes, at a mile and a furlong. This is another 
race that will be worth about $2,000, and it should 
furnish a sharp contest. 

Thursday’s handicap will be at one mile and fifty 
yards, and Friday’s at one and one-eighth miles. 

The Tecnmseh Handicap on Saturday has sixty- 
three entries, and as the distance is one and three- 
eighths miles a good race should be witnessed. A 
lot of good horses are entered, such as Aladdin, 
Argregor, Corrigan, Scintillant II., Lucien Apple- 
by, Harry New, McChesney, Cambrian, Waswift 
and others. 

Monday, October 6, the last day of the meeting, 
the Chicago Stakes will be rnn. It is a mile race 
for three-year-olds and upward, has 109 nomina- 
tions, $2,000 added and will be worth more than 
3,500. It ought to be a fine race, as many horses 
of good class are entered. On the same day there 
will be a $600 owners’ handicap at a mile and 
twenty yards, and a five and one-half furlongs 
sprint for all ages. Racing will commence at 2 p. 

m. daily. 

GOSSIP OP THE TURF. 



The sale at public auction of two snch grand 
horses as Gold Heels and Major Daingerfield, an 
occurrence advertised elsewhere in this issue, is 
truly a notable featnre of the racing season of 1902 
and one seldom, if ever, duplicated. They are the 
considered champions of the year for their respect- 
ive ages and4t is rarely that snch horses, while in 
their prime, are sent under the hammer, but there 
is no doubt that these magnificent specimens of the 
thoroughbred horse will pass to the highest bidder 
next Saturday. A sister to Gold Heels and a 
brother to Major Daingerfield, both two-year-olds, 
are also in the list to be sold to close the partner- 
ship forming the stable of McLewee & Co. These 
horses will be sold .at the Gravesend track Satur- 
day, October 4, by the Fasig-Tipton Co., and their 
advertisement of the important event in this issue 
is commended to the serious consideration of west- 
ern owners who may desire to strengthen their 

stables. 

Attorney General Isidor Raynor has instituted 
suit in Towson for the sale of “Old Dixie,’’* the 
famous Pimlico race track and grounds near Balti- 
more. Defendants to the snit are the Maryland 
Agricnltural and Mechanical Association, the 
mayor and city council of Baltimore and the Pim- 
lico Driving Club. The bill recites that in 1887 the 
state advanced $25,OCOto purchase the seventy-seven 
acres contained in the property which the agricul- 
tural association agreed to nse for fair purposes. 
The annual fairs have been discontinued and the 
grounds have passed successively into the hands of 
the Maryland Jockey Clnb and the Pimlico Driving 
Club. Baltimore city has a claim of $25,000, and 
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former Governor Brown holds a mechanics lien 
claim against the property. It is sought to secure 
a decree for the sale and a proper distribution of 
the proceeds. 

A meeting of the stewards of the Jockey Club was 
held at the Windsor Arcade Wednesday night. 
August Belmont, James B. Keene, H. K. Knapp, 
Andrew Miller and F. K. Sturgis were present. The 
application of Henry S. Kearney for the registra- 
tion of the chestnut colt foaled in 1901, by Kingston 
— Wantage, under tbe penalty prescribed by the 
rules, was granted. August Belmont, James B. 
Keene and F. B. Hitchcock were appointed stew- 
ards for the Westchester Association antumn meet- 
ing. The treasurer was authorized to pay the bill 
for medical attendance for jockey James McFad- 
den, amounting to $45, and to charge the same to 
the jockey fund. On the recommendation of the 

I license committee, the following licenses were 
granted: Trainers— James Butler, P. M. Civill, 

E. J. Bamsey, W. Stow, Harry L. Tieman and Frank 
Karrick. Jockeys— Simon Feicht, Luther Gaines, 
Joseph Piggott and George Byer.
